THE PRINCIPLE 


to open the plugs and valves at the top of the system 
and the plugs and valves at the bottom of the system 
so that the water can drain out. 


The bottom is the drain, and to make the drain more 
effective the top must be open so that there is no 
suction in the system . 


After one has opened the top and the bottom, then one goes 
to all of the rest of the boxes 


and opens them and drains them, and puts grease on the 
treads and then puts the caps back on and closes the 
valves. There are a few exceptions, that is to say 
valves and caps that stay open all winter. 


Some of the valves and caps can't be put back on as soon 
as they are drained because they don't drain completely 
and must be allowed to -> drip, and some of the plugs 
will be underwater and the bailed out water must be bailed 
out and the pipe must be allowed to drain completely. And 
some of the pipes accumulate water and must be left open 
for a couple of days. 


After one has open and closed all the boxes in between the 
top and the bottom, one then goes back and closes the top 
and the bottom. 


MATERIALS 


1 screw caps for turning valves 
there are two kinds - a round and an another kind 
These are in the bucket of pipe fittings by the hoses and sprinklers. 


Z Big stilton wrench, to break union at the soda coop ( more on this 
later ). 
They are found on the left side of the garage, on the shelves by 
the side of HLRP's car. 


This is what a Stilton Wrench 
looks like. One needs two of 
them for the job. 





3 plastic garbage bag for kneeling on at the holes 

4 crow bar for prying out wooden box tops on the holes 

5 three plastic straws (drinking straws ) to suck out water out of pipes 
6 grease (‘white grease ). The same stuff put on the carts in the Spring. 
7 tool box for normal water-working-tools ( pliers and wrenches ) 

8 cut or can to bail water out of holes 

9 towel to dry hands
